STRIKERS MORE THAN HOLDING 


THEIR OWN TODAY. 


FEW INDEPENDENT BUTCHERS 


Are Unable to Furnish 1-16 of the 


Local Demand for Meats — A Sym- 


pathetic Strike. 


Chicago, May 31— Chicago today is 


nearer the actual conditions of a fam- 
ine in meat products than at any per 
iod since the inauguration of the strike 
of packers' teamsters, who absolutely 
control the situation. All labor bodies 
are lending their full quota of moral 
and flnacial assistance.- At the stock 
yards today there' is an utter absence 
of business while not a pound of 
meat is being delivered by the packers 
whose ultimatum of no recognition of 
unionism has been delivered to their 
striking teamsters. Tne small number 
61 ' independent" butchers and packers 
atJ unable to furnish one-sixteenth of 
the local demand for meats. In the 
downtown hotels and large restaur- 
ants today there is alarm. The cara- 
vansaries not only are short of meat, 
but also of ice, while the coal team- 
sters threaten if patronage of the 
meat packers is continued, to cut off 
the supply, of fuel. 


Most of the 'big hostelrles have 


enough ice on hand to. keep their per- 
ishable goods until Monday. 


The coal an<i ice supply ot the Ful- 


ton market, the large down town dis- 
tributors, has been cut off and the 
market will be forced to close, leav- 
ing a district of 200,000 
without 


their 
principal market. . Seventy- 


f ve cars loaded with ice are in rail- 
road yards waiting to tie unloaded. 
-The- packers ref 
labor to unload -them and are unable 
to' gfe? non-union men. Advertisements 
in many papers out of Chicago offer 
$5 a day to men to take the strikers' 
places. 
The wage demanded by the 


strikers is from $2.50 to 83.50. Hun- 
dreds of men from other towns have 
arrived but none has Been able to 
man the packers' wagons. Shippers 
have been notified that no cattle will 
be" bought and the dearth of a supply 
has sent prices up 25 per cent. 


Notice has been sent from the team- 


sters' natio'nal headquarters to Omaha. 
Kansas City, St. Joseph, St. Louis and 
other cities where the packing houses 
have branches, instructing the union 
employes to hold themselves in readl- 
rcss for a sympathetic strike. 


Two hundred butchers a: Swift & 


Company's and 2000 women and girls 
at Libby, McNeill and Lobby's have 
joined the teamsters, making tlie con- 
dition of their return recognition of 
tie Union and a hundred butchers at 
the Nelson Morris plant went out to 


day. 


Louis Swift and Nelson Morris, act- 


ing for the packeds, admit that half -of 
the union scale is paid in most depart- 
ments and say a great loss would be 
inflicted upon them if they recognize 
organized labor. 
They declare that 


much meat has already been spoiled 
and their plants are all but sTiut down. 
If the strikers persist in their course, 
the packers assert, the public will be 
without meat. 
The packing liouses 


also hold two-thirds of the eggs and 
poultry on the market. 


The teamsters have beeri informed 


that all the members of the alleged 
trust are willing to sign tne schedule 
except Swift & Co., Nelson Morris anc 
Armour & Co. 


Because the stable boss refused to 


permit two labor union delegates 'to 
attend a conference between the fore- 
men and drivers for the Pair depart- 
ment store 150 drivers walked out this 
morning. The men were being paid 
from $7 to $10 a week. They demand 
ed from $12 to $15.

3agle be once more made the official 
emblem of the G. O. P., that act con- 
stituted his sole contribution to the 
"cause" throughout the proceedings. 
Cox does not hesitate to declare his 
dislike of the candidates nominated, 
intl it is a well known fact in Oaio pol- 
.ties that when tie Cincinnati boss is 
not for a man he is against him. Most 
of all, howe\cr, he is now rated as 
being against Hanna 
(who foisted • 


hese disagreeable nominations on the 
convention regardless of the protests 
of the Hamilton county delegation). It 
is conceded in Republican circles that 
ihe result opens active warfare b'e- 
'.ween the two bosses on the remote ' 
uordcrs of the state, and that the end 
s very hkclr to be that each will de- 
vour the other.

probable that tnose who are not in a 
positon to run ndependently of those 
commodities will be forced temporari- 
y out of business. 


For the first time since the strike 


began violence . was used yesterday, 
and the men are becomng so much ex- 
cited over the situation that

clasnes are feared. The police had to 
be called on several times to 
quell 


small riots. The police details in the 
vicinity of the stockyards have been 
nearly doubled, and the yards have 
taken on much of tne appearance of an 
armed camp.

Som« Are Very Beautiful and 
Com- 


paratively Inexpensive. 


In England the jrwelers are bringing 


out innumerable souvenirs for com 
nation days. Some of thase are sim- 
ple, but many are very beautiful, set 
with precious and semiprecious stones, 
says the Philadelphia Times. 
Eng- 


land does not crown a sovereign every 
day, and the event is one to be remem- 
bered, and souvenirs will be treasured 
by generations to come. 
There are 


many medallion portraits, of course, 
some of the king, some of the queen 
and others of the two together, these 
with a ring at the top and some set 
around with jewels. 
A pair of cuff 


links are in the form of oval buttons. 
a big "C" outlining one and ia the cen- 
ter the remainder of the word "corona- 
tion," while on the other burton are 
the entwined letters "E. R.," with a 
tiny "VII." between them. A pretty 
brooch of diamonds, olivines and ru- 
bies has the figures "1902" entwined 
and surrncmnted with a crown. _ One 
other small brooch has the letters "E 
R." joined by a crown and surmounted 
by the "VII.," and "1902" pins have 
one the date on a bar of gold sur- 
mounted by. a crown and another a 
crown from which rays of gold ascent 
has the date across the broadest part 
of the rays. A diamond and enamel 
bar brooch has a crown in the center, 
a shamrock and thistle finishing the 
two ends of the bar and joined by a 
spray of green leaves in ^the rose of 
England below. 
1 Coronation spoons are in many styles 
Some of the handsomest have the 
Westminster abbey in the bowl. Small- 
er spoons vrlth heart shaped bowls are 
differently finished. One has the coat 
of arms of Great Britain in the bowl 
the' letters "E. R."surmounted by a 
crown and with date at the top of the 
handle. Another has nothing in the 
bowl, but a head of the king on the 
top of the handle.

spoons have the word "Empire" on the
